“have no sense and no beats; they 
Oppose the construction of railroads near 
their country; they want rations, clothing 
aod ammunition, and declaim most ecarnestiy 
against everything in the shape of sur- 
veying expeditious in the Western coun- 
try. In a word, the Indian will not be 
content with anything or everything except 
auch concessi0n8 as the Government will cer 
tainly refuse. That fact has been demon- 
strated with much force within the past week. 
Altbougb « grand council was held :o-day, at 
which Secretary Cox and Commissioner Par 
ker made the usual speeches, and at which 
Red Cload made his same old speech, noth-

The Presbyteriaas North. 

The General Assembly at Philadelphia 
adjourned on Saturday last, to meet next 
year in Chicago. By the recent union of 
the Old and New Schools this church 
composes the most numerous and powerful 
body ot Presbyterians in the world—num- 
bering more than 4,000 ministers, 4,500 
churches and nearly a half a million of 
communicants. The General Assembly 
had upon its rolls the names of about six 
hundred delegates. As it was the first 
meeting of the reunited Assembly, and 
was charged with the business of recon- 
struction, it was made up of some of the 
ablest men in the denomination. Among 
the ministers present were Drs. Muserave, 
Wurd Apams, Beatry, R. W. Parrer- 
som, President McCosn, Prenries and 
Vaxprxe. Among the distinguished lay- 
men were Judge Strone ot the Supreme 
Court United States, Chancellor Green, 
of New Jersey, Ex-Governors PoLLock and 
Hamm, Judges Srexcern, rn and 
Ewe, Hop. W. E. Dopa, Hon. Jaun 
Brows aud Hon. II. K. Cranks. It was 
the largest General Assembly ever con- 
vened in the country, and represented 
very fairly the intelligence and piety of its 
constituency. 

The main business attended to was the 
reconstruction of the Synods, and Presby 
teries, and Boards, to adjust the ma- 
chinery of the church to the new order of 
things introduced by the fusion of the Old 
and New Schools. About thirty Synods 
were made up, and these Synods were or- 
dered to meet at once to define the boun- 
daries of their Presbyteries. The Boards 
of Foreign Missions and of Domestic Mis- | 
sions were reorganized and located in the 
city of New York. There was a sharp 
competition for the last- named board, be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia, but 
New York carried the vote by nearly two 
to one. The Boards of Publication and ot 
Education, which had previously existed 
in both branches of the church, were also 
fused and established permanently at Phil- 
adelphia.

The weigbt that each carries is as follows:

pound: © two horse dreys, two hhds of tobac- 
co or 2,500 ee of other articles. The pen- 
alty for each violation is a fue of five to ft.
